The labours of the' Monetary System Investi- 
gation Council, which was organized by Ins- 
perial Ordinance No. 118 of October, 1893, = 
were brought to a conclusion on the 12th inat. 
The first point on whioh a decision was taken had -

The next point related to the effects of: the re- 
cent fluctuations in exchange upon the economio 
condition of Japan. On this point the Gountil 
was divided into two equal sections; one section 
regarding the recent fluctuations in exchange as 
beneficial to Japan, on account of the great im- 
petus given to the export trade of the country; 
while the other section argued that the-impetus 
given to the export trade was not a blessing, but 
a disaster. in disguise. Tho third and the last 
point demanding a decision covered exteusive 
ground :—~Whether or not there is a necessity 
for modifying the present monetary system of 
Japan in consequence of fluctuations in exchange
